Robbie Slater on the ball for Sydney 

has put in a couple of stirring efforts of late for 
his club, but still does not know whether he’s 


coming or going. 


To most that might 
come as somewhat of a 
welcome surprise, con- 
sidering the depth of 
talent Australia has in 
foreign lands but to those 
in the Soccer know, it is 
nothing unusual. 


The disappointment of 
missing out on the Soc- 
ceroo squad time and 
again is something that 
Slater cannot hide — in 
fact it was widely re- 
ported as recently as the 
Olympic qualifiers that 
the fiery redhead would 
be called up for the natio- 
nal team.

Yzendoorn back

THERE was nothing hush, hush about John 
Yzendoorn being spirited off to Sydney for 
his surprise return to NSL football against St 
George ten days ago.

SYDNEY OLYMPIC must consider them- 
selves a trifle lucky that they snatched a 1-1 
draw against a_ technically superior 
Footscray at the Sydney Football Stadium. 

Some sterling work by twin centrebacks Mike 
Coady and George Haniotis plus a couple of good 
blocks by goalkeeper Clint Gosling allowed Olympic 
to split the League points.

The case got as far as 
the Supreme Court and a 
date for the start of the 
wrangle was set for April 
18. 
But as we went to press 
this had been postponed 
“indefinitely” and the 
whisper was that Azzurri 
would not proceed.

IF Soccer administrators doubt 
the dangers of the growing 
exodus of young Australian 
players to overseas clubs they 
should consider the impact of 
the recent NSW _ schoolboys’ 
tour to the United States and 
England. 

The NSW side achieved magnificent 
results. After winning all five games in 
a Las Vegas tournament (26 goals for, 
only one against), the State side played 
seven games on a whirlwind 14-day 
tour of England. 

The quality of their performances 
stunned local observers. 

“We played fantastic team football. 
The Pommies couldn’t believe how 
well we played,” coach Greg Thomas 
said. 
Of the seven games of the English leg 
of the tour NSW won three, drew two 
and lost two. 

But it was two victories — a 3-1 suc- 
cess against the current England 
schools champions, Merseyside, in 
Liverpool and a 4-1 win over Notting- 
hamshire at Nottingham which caught 
the attention of local scouts. 

Nottingham Forest manager Brian 
Clough was effusive in his praise of the 
Australians. 

“An exaggerated style of English 
football, but with more skill,” was how 
he described the NSW performance to 
team manager Connell Byrne. 

Clough was so impressed that he im- 
mediately invited four NSW players to 
trial with Forest — Paul Krteyski from 
Newcastle club Austral, Scott Hought- 
on (Sdyney Croatia), Darren Pratt 
(Melita Eagles) and Peter Bott, who 
plays in the Illawarra Premier League. 

Indeed, Krtevski has stayed for a 
four-week trial with Forest, and if he 
does not land an apprenticeship then 
he will accept a contract offer from 
fourth division pacesetters Leyton 
Orient. 

Orient and Southampton extended 


offers of trials to Bott, Bernie Voloder, 
Glenn Gilchrist and David Roberts. 
Another player, John Dmoch, is triall- 
ing with Queens Park Rangers. 

In all, eight players from the 18-man 
squad were offered the chance to make 
a career in England — a frightening 
statistic for the future of the game in 
this country. 

Given that the team returned home 
last month largely unheralded, and 
that many of the players are frustrated 
about the lack of opportunities at club 
level, there are clear warning signs for 
local administrators. ~ 

For many, including the players and 
officials of the NSW schoolboys’ team, 
it is critical that National League and 
State League clubs start to promote 
youth if there is any hope of these 
youngsters at least playing the early 
part of their senior careers in Aus- 
tralia. 

Houghton, who has been given per- 
mission from his parents to quit school 
this year and pursue his trial offer from 
Forest, echoes the sentiments of his 
peers when he claims that the real 
opportunities lie abroad. 

“Really, there is nothing for me in 
Australia,” he said. “If professional 
Soccer was introduced here then a lot 
of youngsters would probably stay. 
But at the moment oyerseas in the place 
to go. 

“I mean, I play at Sydney Croatia, 
and without being racist I think the 
club would rather bring out a player 
from Croatia than give an Australian a 
chance in first grade.” 

Byrne said the responsibility rested 
fairly and squarely on the shoulders of 
local clubs if they wanted to keep the 
best youngsters in Australia. 

“Most of the kids here are playing 
under-age football for their clubs,” he 
said. “But they will rot on the bench 
for years before they are given a go. 
Coaches here just won't take a chance 
with local kids. 

“Steve Waugh is a prime example of 
someone who was frustrated. 

“He was one of the best players I’ve 
ever seen at schoolboy level, yet he 
never got the chance at Croatia. So he 
quit to play cricket.”

The Ul5s should also 
be on their toes as Under 
16 National Coach Vic 
Dalgleish has been spot- 
ted doing the rounds. 

The Ku-ring-gai and 
District Soccer Associa- 
tion recently sent me a 
copy of their 1987

their first News Bulletin 
for 1988 which is a very 
professional publication 
including all the informa- 
tion which teams playing 
within the Association 
are likely to require for 
the season. 

It also include a copy of 
the Ku-ring-gai fair play 
code which reads as 
follows: 


Fair Play Codes For

“everybody. 


3. Co-operate with your 
team mates and oppo- 
nents, for without them 
you don’t have a game. 

4, Play by the rules. 

5. Work equally “hard for 
yourself and your team. 
Your team’s —perform- 


ances will benefit and so 
will your own. 


6. Cheer all good plays, both 
your team’s and the oppo- 
nents’. 

7. Remembér this coaches 
and officials are there to 
help you. Co-operate with 
them. 


PARENT 

1. Remember, children play 
for their enjoyment, not 
yours. 

2. Encourage your child to 
play by the rules of the 
game and by the fair play 
codes. 

3. Show your appreciation of 
volunteer coaches and 
officials. 

4. Never ridicule or yell at 
your child for making a 
mistake or losing a com- 
petition. 

5. Turn defeat into victory 
by emphasising the value 
of honest effort, skill im- 
provement and fair play. 

6. As spectators, applaud all 
good players, both your 
team’s and the oppo- 
nent's. 

7. Actions speak louder than 
works. Make sure your be- 
haviour sets a good exam- 


ple for fair play. 

8. Support all efforts to re- 
move violence from chil- 
dren’s sport. 


Maybe this Fair Play 
code could be followed 
by some Youth 
Leaguers’ parents in 
particular, who seem to 
be very quick to abuse the 
opposition and _ often 
their own teams as well. 

Remember that play- 
ers DO play for their own 
enjoyment and NOT 
yours. 

Another aspect of 
Youth League parents 
which desperately needs 
attention is that relating 
to racism and racist com- 
ents too often being dire- 
ected towards opposition 
players, often with the 
only provacation being 
that the opposition play- 
er is more skillful and has 
just ‘skinned’ their own 
son. 

Come on parents, pick 
on someone your own 
size.

HOW DOES YOUR GARDEN GROW? 


TO have a top garden you need the following ingredients. You need 
good soil, you need a good climate and you need strong, healthy 
young plants. Mix these together with care and patience and you 
will harvest a rich and healthy crop. 

This ‘law of nature illustrates how a successful Soccer club should operate. The 
“soil” of a club is the management structure, this must be sound. Financial and 
crowd support must be good and the committee must be realistic and patient. They 
must not have a “sack the coach” reaction when the club is faced with a temporary 
setback. 

You also need the correct plants. Australia is richly blessed with talented young 
players. We compete better than most in the World Youth championships and are 
rated numer two in the world at under-16 level. 

Successful clubs take this talent and carefully nurture it. ; 

The most important ingredients for all garden are hard work and patience. This is 
the key to all success. 

For too many top clubs have youth policies that are nothing more than a farce. 
Many senior coaches and committees would not even know who was in the youth 
squad let alone what they were doing or what potential is there. At the end of the 
season the coach is more interested in the transfer list than anything else (except 
perhaps the prospect of importing a player from overseas, someone who -is no 
longer wanted on his home soil). 

To really succeed over a long period, the top clubs take the strong young players 
and in a rich, fertile environment, spend time and patience nurturing them. In the 
smart clus the youth players have more time spent on them than the seniors. They 
expose the young players to top level competition and allow them the time to make 
mistakes and the encouragement to learn from them. 

Last Mother’s Day I took my mum an expensive bounch of flowers. They looked 
great sitting up in her lounge room. During the day I spent some time with my 
father, up in his garden where he proudly tends his crops. 

The next weekend I returned home. Mum had thrown out the expensive flowers, 
they had withered and died. In dad’s garden the flowers continued to flourish and 
bloom with new, free plants continually appearing. 

It made me realise how stupid and near-sighted it is to spend a lot of money on a 
product that is already dead. With a bit of patience and hard work I could get a 
regenerating, long lasting crop with very little recurring expense. 

Nature is proving the answer to the question all Australian Soccer supporters 
should be asking.” “How does your garden grow in your club?” [This article 
should be noted by Australian Soccer people across the width of the nation— Ed] 
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IAN Rush, the Welsh

IN a recent interview in England, Manchester 


United skipper Bryan 


Robson set the records straight as to the future of his club and his 
own career. Robson says: 


— 


There has been so 
much wild speculation 
going on around Old 
Trafford lately that it’s 
only fair that I put the re- 
cord straight for Man- 
chester United’s bewil- 
dered fans. 

And the first thing I 
want to stress is that I 
have no intention of leay- 
ing the club in the 
summer. 

I have another three 
years of my contract to 
run and I'm _ perfectly 
happy to see them out. 
There is still so much I 
want to achieve with 
United and my family are 
settled in the area. 

And although it’s been 
suggested that I’m sur- 
plus to Alex Ferguson’s 
requirements, I think the 
boss would have told me 
by now if he intended to 
sell me when the season 
ends in a few weeks. 

But if you believe 
everything you read, 'm 
certainly not the only 
player who’s going to be 
shown the door. One 
newspaper report 
claimed there could be as 
many as ten of us on the 
way! 

In fact the only three of 
playerw who haven't 
been linked with a move 
are the boss’ three sign- 
ings — Viv Anderson, 
Brian McClair and Steve 
Bruce. 

It’s fairly clear that 
there will be some com- 
ings and goings at the 
club during the close sea- 
son. But I'll be very sur- 
prised if there are more 
than three newcomers. 
And I'll be staggered. if 
there are nine or ten. 

I hope the boss does 
get the cheque book out. 
I reckon that three good 
signings can turn us from 


also-rans to League 
Champions. 

Names such as Mark 
Hughes, Tan Rush, 
Michael Landrup, Jim 
Leighton and Gary 
Pallister have all been 


mentioned, but as far as I 
know it’s pure specula- 
tion. 

I’m sure Alex Fergu- 
son already knows the 
men he wants, but he’s 
keeping those names a 
secret. All I do know is 


that he’s interested in” 


every top class player 
who becomes available. 
Our critics complain 
that we’re no nearer to 
winning the League now 
than when Ron Atkinson 
left United 18 months 


ago. 


That is not true. We 
are confident of finishing 
the season in second 
place, which would be a 
massive improvement on 
last year’s Lith. 

Then we really were a 
middle of the table team, 
but now we are back 
among the Champion- 
ship challengers. We're 
ahead of Everton, Arse- 
nal and Nottingham 
Forest as the biggest 
dangers to Liverpool. 

So it’s ridiculous to 
suggest that most of the 
team which has made so 
much progress are not up 
to the mark. And our 
cause certainly wouldn’t 
be helped by another 
overhaul of the playing 
staff. It could take for- 
ever for a new team to 
settle down. 

In any normal season, 
United would now be in 
the middle of a thrilling 
title run-in. We've only 
lost five First Division 
matches all season, and 
that’s the kind of figure 
you expect to win you the 
League Championship. 

But Liverpool have 
made sure that this sea- 
son has been anything 
but normal. We can only 
hold our hands up and 
admit they have been 
brilliant. 

But I don’t think even 
Kenny Dalglish could 
have anticipated just 
what a dramatic impact 
John Barnes and Peter 
Beardsley would have on 
his team. 

Now the challenge for 
Manchester United and 
the other millionaire 
clubs is to match those in- 
spired signings and make 
sure Liverpool don’t 
have things all their own 
way again next time. 

Maybe it’s not surpris- 
ing that Liverpool have 
taken over from United 
as the best supported 
club in England. 

We went out of both 
Cup competitions at the 
midway stages and, with 
nothing tangible to aim 
for, it’s been difficult to 
maintain crowd interest 
at Old Trafford. 

But I’m sure things will 
be different next season, 
particularly if the Euro- 
pean ban on English 
clubs is lifted. 

I’m as disappointed as 
anyone, because I teally 
thought we were going to 
be League Champions 
when the season kicked 
off back in August. 

Some of our perform- 
ances have left a lot to be 


desired, particularly last 
month’s 1-0 defeat at 
Norwich. 

But even though the 
boss had a right go at us 
after that game, he didn’t 
make us sweep out the 
dressing-room. Kit man- 
ager Norman Davies al- 
ways tidies up before we 
leave, and 
Carrow Road was no ex- 
ception. 

I know the boss wants 
me to be a sweeper, but I 
don’t think that’s quite 
what he has in mind! 

We are not the finished 
article yet, but we are on 


the right road. 
It is still too early to 
judge Alex ~ Ferguson, 


but you only have to com- 
pare our League record 
this season to our record 
for 1986-87 to realise that 
progress is being made. 
All you can judge the 
boss on so far are the sign- 
ings for the club, and 
even the harshest United 


critic will admit that 
Brian McClair, Viv 
Anderson and Steve 


Bruce have improved the 
quality of the team. 

Liverpool may be 
kings at the moment, but 
United are heirs to the 
throne and we’re already 
planning to claim the 
crown.

Brian McClair became 
the first Manchester Un- 
ited player since George 
Best to score 20 league 
goals in a season as he 
Jaunched his side to a 
comfortable 3-0 win over 
Luton.

EVERY Soccer fan will be aware — or, at least, ought to be — of the 
success Spanish sides have enjoyed in European club competitions 
over the years. Not so many know that the overall record of Spain's 
national side in the European Championship is bettered only by 
West Germany and USSR. 


Winners in 1964 and 
runners up four years 
ago, Spain have certainly 
featured prominently in 
past European Champ- 
ionship finals and there is 
a distinct possibility that 
they will make a notable 
contribution to this 
June’s tournament also. 

Only three members of 
the 1984 side are likely to 
line up against Denmark 
on June 11th, but it is 
probable that eight play- 
ers from the team Bel- 
gium defeated in a 
Magnificent World Cup 
quarter-final two years 
ago will be on duty in 
Hannover. 

Add to that highly cap- 
able combination the 
talents of some truly out- 
standing young players 
(including Manuel San- 
chis and Paco Llorente, 
who have grown greatly 
in stature during Real 
Madrid’s current Euro- 
pean Champions’ Cup 
Tun) and there is a great 


deal for the Spanish 
supporter to enthuse 
about. 


It must be conceded, 
though, that Spain have 
looked much more excit- 
ing on paper than in the 
flesh recently. 

Had Rumania beaten 
Austria in Venna_ last 
November, instead of 
drawing 0-0, they would 
have qualified from Pre- 
liminary Group One and 
not Spain. The Spa- 
niards’ subsequent 
performances in friendly 
internationals have also 
been far from convin- 
cing. 

But, any team able to 
call upon the cream of 
talent currently wearing 
the white jersey of Real 
Madrid clearly has much 
potential and Spain must 
be looked upon as the 
likeliest dark horse to

transfer. Returned to 
Spain’s squad after a 
lengthy absence _ last 
October. 

MIGUEL CHENDO 
(REAL MADRID): An 
exponent of man-to-man 
marking and important 
component in the Real 
combination since moy- 
ing up from junior sid 
Castilla in 1983. 

A surprise selection 
for the 1986 World Cup 
finals"squad, he has sub- 
sequently become a regu- 
lar in Spain’s line up. 

QUIQUE FLORES 
(VALENCIA): Member 
of Spain’s 1984-86 Euro- 
pean Under 21 Champ- 
ionship winning side who 
has graduated to the 
senior squad. 

A solid utility de- 
fender. 

ANDONI 
GOICOECHEA (BAR- 
CELONA).: Still infamous 
as “The Butcher of Bil- 
bao” — a nickname ac- 
quired after two of his 
more robust tackles side- 
lined Barcelona stars 
Diego Maradona and 
Berno Schuster _ for 
lengthy periods a few 
years ago. It was ironic, 
therefore, that he should 
move to the Catalan club 
in a $600,000 transfer 
deal last year, after 
spending fifteen seasons 
with Athletic Bilbao.

~ Taipei-little 
_ chance to rall

APART from their World Cup and Olympic excur- 
sions, the Taiwanese receive little exposure. In- 
deed, it is not unusual for them to go a full calen- 
dar year without fielding a national team. 


Taiwan’s National 
League operates between 
November and May. The 
rest of the twelve month long 
season revolves around four 
Soccer carnivals, each of 
which features seperate 
tournaments for students, 
business house teams and 
juniors, as well as open 
grade sides. The Football 
Association Cup and Chung 
Cheng Cup are the most pre- 
stigious. 

All important games are 
played at the Taipei Munici- 
pal Stadium, which is also 
used for religious and cultu- 
tal festivals, carnivals, cir- 
cuses and various other so- 
cial and recreational activi- 
ties; all of which take their 
toll on the now infamous sur- 
face (one avoids using the 
term “turf”, as turf has grass 
onit). 

The social clubs of busi- 
ness houses have dominated 
Taiwanese domestic Soccer 
in recent years. Of the 53 
clubs affiliated to the 
Chinese Taipei Football 
Association; Flying Camel, 
Taipei City Bank, Lu Kuang 
and Taiwan Power Com- 
pany are the most 
successful. 

An indication of Soccer's 


standing can be gained from 
the fact that, over a two year 
period, the game only re- 
ceived one brief mention in 
the country’s most popular 
newspaper — amidst the 
“Male Social” column. 
Significantly, the CTFA’s 
publicity material concen- 
trates almost exclusively 
upon women’s Soccer and 
highlights the facts that 
Taipei regularly; always suc- 
cessfully, hosts major in- 
ternational women’s Soccer 
tournaments and on three 
occasions Taiwan have been 


Asian Women’s Soccer 
Champions. 
The only honours 


obtained by their male coun- 
terparts in recent years were 
gained by college sides. In 
1983, Taiwanese student 
selections won tournaments 


in the United States, 
Sweden, Belgium and 
Finland. 


Many players from those 
teams have graduated into 
the current national com- 
bination, which is consi- 
dered the best to 
represent Taiwan for some 
time.
